SHORT OF 
~~ CARS. 


.The bar. on the Importation of 
forcign-make motor-cars Into the 
Colony, has . resulted In a serious 
shortage of new vehicles to replace 
the’ old ones, and to alleviate the 
situation Government {s confem~- 
plating allowing some to be brought 
in on a quota basis, It was learned 
from a rellable source yesterday. 

Because of the war, orly British- 
make cars.are allowed to be imported 
into the Colony, at the moment but 
deliveries of these have been few 
and far between, Inrgely owing to the 
fact that most ‘of the factories’ in 
Britain .have beer turned over for 
the manufacture of armaments. Ac- 
cording to one big, dealer, He had 
received only six British cars out of 
an order for 30 since the beginning 
of the year, and he estimated that the 
imports of passenger cars since the 
imposition of the ban had ‘dropped by 
more than 50 per cert. 

As a result of the shortage of new 
cars, there has been o heavy demand 
for used vehicles and prices for these 
have risen by as much as 40 per cent. 
in some cases. Another effect of the 
shortage is the difficulty. of replacing 
old cars, nnd in the case of the 
taxicab companies one or two of them 
have had to maintain vehicles which 
normally .would have been put out of 
service, while another has to resort 
to used cars. 

Not only Hongkong but the whole 
of the Far East, it was learned, is 


suffering. from_a.shortage.of cars, and, 


n representative of a. big firm in 
Shanghai has arrived In the Colony 
with a view to buying up whatever 
used cars are avallable.. * 

With Government contemplating 
relaxation of the restrictions, it is 
expected that the situation will be 
slightly cased, but this will not be for 


-slx months at the earliest, for, nccord~ 


ing to one dealer, factories In tho 
United States, Nke those of Britain, 
which are now producing only small 
cars, have had to give preference to 
Government orders. Even if cars 
(rom the’ United States are allowed 
to be imported, it would take six 
months for deliveries to be effected. 
Another aspect is the diMculty of 
fretting shipping space. 

A rumour that no Ilcences were 
being issued for. new cars was 
oMcially denied yesterday.

" SENSELESS ACTION 


“THE repeated Japanese bomb- 


ing attacks on Chungking have 
lately been of increasing vicious- 
ness, and though the civilian 
population. has not suffered 
more than usual, the so-called 
“gafe’’ zone and the Embassy 
and‘foreign press quarter have 
been ‘struck several fimes, in- 
juries and damage being in- 
flicted. ‘ ‘ 

The British Embassy, and 
the foreign press Hostel 
nearby,. have always been out- 
side the “safe” zone which is on 
the south bank of the river and 
comprises British and American 
busisess houses, the American 
and French Embassies and a 
Chinese residential area. The 
British Embassy is in the heart 
of the Chinese city and far from 
any military objective—a fact 
ovhich_would_ normally secure it 


against attack apart altogether 
from the large identification it 
wearg and which has been. fe- 
peatedly revealed to the Japan- 
ese in unmolested low altitude 
flights round the buildings. 

It is significant that’ Mr 

R. A. Butler, the Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs. 
said in reply to a question in 
the Commons that it was not 
thought worthwhile to protest 
again, since His Majesty's 
Government's views. on the 
bombing of civilians were’ well 
known. 
- The unfortunate aspect of 
this‘ admission seemy to be that 
His Majesty’s Government evi- 
dently does not think that its 
protest would carry the desired 
weight; that a further protest 
would enjoy no better reception 
in Tokyo than earlier notes in 
a similar vein.. However, there 
is the danger that if no official 
cognisance is taken of the affair, 
a precedence is created which 
might lead to a sort of unofficial 
warfare. When Tokyo ignores 
the bad or good aiming of its 
bombers, according. to whether 
that aim is deliberate ‘or not, 
then it is tacitly approving 
those actions, Such a state of

Lawrence L. Tweedy, President of 
the American Chamber of Commerce 
{n London and head of the American 
Relicf Society, said he and other 
United States businessmen have 
urged Washington officials to “Iet 
down the bars of the Neutrality Act” 
and: provide a ship with which to 
return the “Lost Colony” home, 


Among the more than 2,000 per- 
sons remalning in wartime Britain, 
Tweedy sald, are 60 destitute Amerl- 
can familles hard hit by closing 
down of their businesses because of 
the war. The majority - of the 
United States citizens want to return 
to America for the duration. Some 
of. them are businessmen and their 


families who were unable to evacunte }- 


on the Inst United States ships to 
leave the country.

THE repeated Japancse bomb-

It ig significant that Mr 
R. A. Butler, the Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
said in reply to a question in 
the Commons that ‘it was not 
thought worthwhile to protest 
again, since. His Majesty’s 
uovernment’s views on the 
bombing of civilians were wel 
known. : 

The unfortunate aspect of 
this admission seems to be that 
His Majesty’s Government evi- 
dently docs not think that -its 
protest would carry the desired 
weight; that a further protest 
would enjoy no better reception 
in Tokyo than earlier notes in 
a similar vein. . However, there 
ig the danger that if no official 
cognisance js taken of the affair, 
a_ precedent is’ created which 
might lead to a sort of unofficial 
warfare. When Tokyo ignores 
the -bad ‘or good aiming of its 
bombers, according to whether 
that aim is deliberate or not, 
then it is tacitly approving 
those actions. Such a state of 
affairs leads to the undermining 
of confidence between Govern- 
merits, often followed by “mis- 
understandings” and deliberate

BERLIN, July 9 (UP)—For the 
kecond successive dny the German 
High Command significantly drew. 0 
complete vell over the fighting, on 
the German-Soviet fronts. How- 
ever, authorised German quarters 
declared that flerce fighting is raginit 
along the whole length of the front 
where the Nazis are secking to 
smash through the Stalin Line, with 
the Invadera now from 300 to 400 
kilometers inside Sovict territory. 

It was stated that the conflict has 
now entered its second dcclsive 
phase. “Soviet troops have taken up 
new defence positions,” it was .re- 
vealed, and then added: 

“The High Command's objective is 
not primarily to conquer mere terri- 
tory, but to bring about the com- 
plete und absolute destruction of the 
main Soviet armles : 

Military ‘Reasons 

It was declared that the present 
reticence-on the part of the High 
Command is based on military rea- 
sons, “At many points, Soviet com- 
municntions have completely broken 
down and the Red army command 
has no means of knowing where the 
maln German thrusts are coming. 
Their difficulties are further increas- 
ed by the heavy losses of the Red 
alr flects, which make Jt virtually 
impossible to conduct air reconnais- 
sance. The German. High: Com- 
thand's silence Is designed to prevent 
revealing any Jnformation to them.” 

According to the officinl news 
agency, the Luftwaffe, attacking 
communications In the rear of the 
Russian forces, on July & destroyed 
$4 trains, 275 trucks and 86 tants, 
In addition, trains were deralled or 
set on, fire, Railway lines at numer-, 
ous points were dislocated. -March- 
ing, troops and truck columns were 
severely damaged by bomb and 
machine-gun fire. 

It is-claimedt that the Sovict at- 
tempts to ereate new defence post- 
tlons on the Latviin-Soviet frontier 
have been smashed, the Soviet troops 
being hurled back by the advancing 
Germans. 

Strong Resistance 

The Reds yesterday employed 
stron¢ forets to hold up the Nazi- 
Rumanian offensive in) Bessarabia. 
Soviet tank forces were repulsed after 
hard fighting. German and 
Rumanian troops pursued the enemy 
and achieved large territorial gains. 

The Russians suffered severe losses 
in men, materials and munitions. 
The booty included large quantities 
of war material, numerous machine- 
guns and several thousands of pri- 
soners, : :
